imest Roland has been working with honeybees for 
close to 60 of his 80 years. A visitor to his Lee County 
home can see the pleasure the work brings to him. 

While showing his hives, he says that he is going 
to have to capture a swarm of several thousand bees 
that are then near a tree. When the swarm moves to 
near an apple tree he gets out the clothing and equip¬ 
ment he is going to need and tells his wife he is going 
to need her help. 

Roland says he will use a ladder to get up in the 
tree, and then shake a minnow bucket or part of a 
hive. The bees will first fly away, but then return to 
settle. He can then put them in a hive. 

He says that he began working with bees while 
living in Cincinnati where he worked for the city. He 
brought his bees with him when he moved back to 
Lee County. 

Cheri Wolfe, with the Mountain Area Beekeep¬ 


ers, wants to learn from people like Roland. She says 
local, long time beekeepers know the local bees, and 
how to work with them. 

“We’re looking for mentors,” she says. 

She also says that local bees are suited to this en¬ 
vironment. Those that can be ordered typically come 
from the Deep South, and do not do well here. 

Wolfe says her group meets the third Monday of 
each month in either Lee or Owsley counties, though 
they would meet in other nearby counties if interest 
were shown. 

She says they hear from speakers on subjects as 
bee population recovery, pollination and honey as a 
cash crop

No show attorney in hot water 


Lykins 

case 

dismissed 

.A.n apparent lack of evidence led prosecutors Monday 
morning to ask for the dismissal of the murder case against 
56-year-old Madeline Lykins. 

In a motion to Lee Circuit Judge Michael Dean, Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney Heather Combs requested to dismiss the case 
without prejudice, “...due to evidentiary issues.” 

Lykins was charged with the October 18, 2013 shooting 
death of her husband, Rexall B. Lykins, in their Primrose Lane 
home. 

She was also charged with tampering with physical evidence 
by allegedly disposing of her purse and wallet in the cistern 
of the home. 

Assistant Commonwealth’s Attorney Kristin Clouse told 
the Enterprise Monday that the decision to request the dismissal 
was made, “...after we put a lot of thought into” it. 

She said she would not comment on the evidentiary matter 
beyond what was in the motion. 

Defense attorney Sarah Bryant said, “Obviously we had no 
objection to the motion.” 

She said that she and fellow defense attorney Miranda 
King found out mid-Friday afternoon that the motion would 
be filed. 

King said it was their understanding it was due “to a lack 
of evidence.” 

“They didn’t feel like they could proceed,” Bryant said. 

Asked if their client might pursue a civil action against 
the Commonwealth for illegal incarceration, Bryant said she 
thought that Lykins probably does not want to go back into a 
courtroom. 

Lykins spent 16 month in the Three Forks Regional Jail and 
four months of home incarceration.

Eight people were indicted Friday by the Lee County Grand 
Jury, including one for alleged organized crime. 

Travis Tutt, 30 of Old Fincastle Road, is alleged on January 
11 to have committed the crime of receiving stolen property by 
selling a truck for scrap that had been reported stolen by Paul 
Wells. He is also charged with tampering with physical evidence 
by using a cutting torch to disassemble a truck before selling 
it for scrap. In County Three, Tutt is charged with engaging in 
organized crime - criminal syndicate, “by unlawfully conspir¬ 
ing with others in the commission of more than one theft of 
retail merchandise with intent to resell the stolen merchandise.” 
Gary Faulkner of the Kentucky State Police was the witness 
before the grand jury.

Defense Attorney Bruce Francisky is in hot water with 
Circuit Judge Michael Dean after not appearing in court 
last Friday. 

When Dean called the case of Mark Kilbum (1962) he 
asked where his attorney (Francisky) was. Kilbum said he 
did not know. 

Dean then said he was going to issue a show cause order 
to Francisky to appear on July 17 and show cause why he 
should not be held in contempt of court. 

Kilbum is charged with public intoxication with a con¬ 
trolled substance and promoting contraband in the first 
degree. 

Dean entered another show cause order for Francisky in 
the case of Kenneth Gabbard (1974). Gabbard is charged 
with theft by unlawful taking more than $500, but under 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Also during Friday’s session of Lee Circuit Court, Cur¬ 
tis Phillips (1980) entered guilty pleas in two cases. The 
charges in the first case were convicted felon in possession 
of a handgun and persistent felony offender in the first de¬ 
gree. An escape charge in the second case was amended to 
fleeing or evading police in the first degree and persistent 
felony offender in the second degree. 

The plea deal is 10 years in both cases, concurrent with 
each other. Sentencing is July 17. 

Marci K. Phillips (1982) was scheduled for sentencing 
for robbery in the first degree and theft by unlawful taking. 
She did not appear, and Judge Dean said, “She’s absconded 
from what I hear.” 

A warrant for arrest has already been issued. 

Dean called the attorneys and the probation and parole 
officer forward after calling the case of Amber M. Hollon 
(no year given), who was scheduled for sentencing on a 
charge of promoting contraband in the first degree. 

Following the discussion, Defense Attorney Sarah Bry¬ 
ant asked for probation for Hollon, saying that her client 
had a limited criminal history, and all of the charges had 


been misdemeanors. She said Hollon had already served 
44 days in jail. 

Judge Dean said he would accept the plea agreement, 
which called for Hollon to serve a year. He said that she 
could seek treatment while incarcerated, “otherwise I’m 
setting her up to fail.” 

When she heard that she was going to jail, Hollon began 
weeping. 

Dean allowed Hollon to report to jail at 6 p. m. that day, 
and noted that she would receive substance abuse treatment 
while in jail. 

Gerald Danny Stamper (1967) pled guilty to three counts 
of the misdemeanor charge of prescription controlled sub¬ 
stance not in original container. The original charges were 
first-degree possession of a controlled substance. 

He was sentenced to 90 days on each count, to be concur¬ 
rent, and conditionally discharged for two days. 

Stamper faces a receiving stolen property charge in 
another case. 

Billy C. Hensley (1978) pled guilty to facilitation to re¬ 
ceiving stolen property. A plea agreement has him sentenced 
to 12 months, conditionally discharged for two years. He 
must also pay restitution to CSX. 

An agreed order dismissing the case against Joseph 
R. Smith (1976) is to be tendered. He has paid required 
restitution. 

Cindy Fugate (1972) did not appear for a status hearing 
on the charge of promoting contraband in the first degree. 
A bench warrant is to be issued. 

The judge told the Commonwealth to have by July 17 
how much Stephanie Clemmons (1975) owes. He noted that 
she was granted diversion in 2004, but required to pay $50 
a month. The charge is not shown on the docket. 

Clemmons said she is supposed to get a substantial tax 
refund, but will probably not have it until September. She 
said she would pay off the full amount owed at that time.

Conway 
barking up the 
wrong tree on 

gas prices submitted by

Even before he knew who 
his Republican gubernato¬ 
rial opponent will be this fall 
- and indeed, even before his 
own all-but-certain nomina¬ 
tion by the Democrats was 
official - Kentucky Attorney 
General Jack Conway fired 
his first shot in his bid to 
win the Bluegrass State’s 
top spot. 

Unfortunately for him, his 
shot was a dud, missing the 
mark entirely. 

Conway has long railed 
against gasoline pricing in 
Kentucky, blaming high costs 
at the pump on what he as¬ 
serts is a monopoly on the 
wholesale market in the state 
by Marathon Petroleum. His 
latest salvo was a lawsuit 
filed in federal court last 
month. During his remarks 
following the filing of the 
suit, Conway lashed out at 
the Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion for what he calls inac¬ 
tion on his complaints about 
Marathon and its business 
practices since buying the 
Ashland Oil refinery in Boyd 
County several years ago. 

Given the fact that the FTC 
is part of the Obama admin¬ 
istration, and knowing how 
Democrats hate “Big Oil” 
and are constantly criticizing 
oil companies for ripping off 
consumers, if Obama’s FTC 
isn’t acting on Conway’s 
complaints, there must not 
be anything to them. 

But at any rate, Conway’s 
ire is misguided. Instead of 
complaining about Mara¬ 
thon’s alleged refinery mo¬ 
nopoly costing consumers 
money, he should really be 
looking at the collusion on 
pricing by retailers within 
individual markets. 

If you travel much, it 
doesn’t take long to notice a 
pattern. Gas prices are pretty 
much the same at every sta¬ 
tion in a small town or com¬ 
munity, or at every retailer 
in a certain area of a larger 
city. Within the city limits 
of Beattyville, there are four 
gas stations owned by three 
separate companies. Yet the 
price is the same at each 
one. Ditto for Jackson. Drive 
down the town’s main drag, 
and the price is the same at 
each of the five stations you’ll 
pass. When the price goes up 
at one, it’s not long before it 
goes up at all the others. 

A few weeks ago, I had to 
go to Whitesburg for work. 
You can’t go any farther 
southeast in Kentucky than 
the Letcher County seat. 
Keep going in that direction, 
and you’ll be in Virginia in 
a few miles. Whitesburg is 
80 miles from the Mountain 
Parkway, so it’s not exactly 
the most accessible place in 
the Bluegrass State. Yet gas 
prices there were consis¬ 
tently below $ 2.50 a gallon, 
easily the cheapest in the 
region. Still, all the stations 
there were selling gas for the 
same price. 

Gas buyers will go out of 


their way for a bargain. It’s 
not uncommon for them to 
drive across town to save a 
few cents a gallon, spend¬ 
ing more than they end up 
saving. Yet there’s no logical 
explanation for all stations 
in a certain market keeping 
their prices the same. Why 
won’t one station set its price 
a nickel a gallon less than 
everyone else to undercut the 
competition? There has to be 
collusion going on between 
the stations to keep gas at the 
same price. That’s the only 
logical explanation. 

If one station lowers its 
prices, it makes good busi¬ 
ness sense for competitors to 
lower theirs. But where’s the 
logic in raising your prices 
when everyone else does? 

Conway’s statement that 
the state is monopolized by 
the Ashland refinery is false 
on its face. When the city of 
Somerset opened its own gas 
station in an attempt to lower 
prices in the area, it made 
a big deal of pointing out 
that the city’s station would 
be buying its fuel from the 
recently-reopened Somerset 
Oil refinery. So there are 
other options available, but 
Conway wants to pretend 
otherwise. It’s easier for him 
to gripe about the big bad oil 
companies rather than look¬ 
ing for true solutions. 

If Conway is really serious 
about lowering gas prices, 
here’s what he needs to do. 
Instead of complaining in 
front of the media and fil¬ 
ing lawsuits that won’t go 
anywhere, he needs to send 
his investigators out into 
the state. Pick a town, any 
town, where prices are all 
the same. Let his team start 
asking how the retailers set 
their prices, and why they 
always raise their prices 
when certain competitors 
do. There have been press 
quotes from some gas station 
employees saying they’ve 
been told to raise their prices 
whenever the station across 
the street does so. Wonder 
if they’ll say the same thing 
if an “unsworn falsification 
to authorities” charge hangs 
over their heads? 

But for some reason, 
Conway doesn’t want to risk 
alienating the gas station 
owners. He’d rather point 
fingers at a huge conglomer¬ 
ate and blame them instead 
of going after the root of 
the problem. He gets head¬ 
lines and makes it look like 
he cares about consumers, 
but the reality is something 
totally different. If Conway 
wants to protect consumers, 
he’ll take a serious look at 
collusion among retailers. 
He can either eliminate it 
if it exists, or force them to 
provide a logical and believ¬ 
able explanation as to why 
everyone in town sells gas for 
the same price, and the col¬ 
lusion that seems so evident 
is really just a mirage. 



I’m a Selfish, Responsible,

Kids are people too, and will 
love and hate just like adults 
do. Don’t have a just to have 
someone to emotionally ma¬ 
nipulate because you need a 
therapist. Babies do look cute 
but they aren’t toys and they 
aren’t pets. And cute gets old.

Student loan debt takes 
economic toll

The intertwined spi¬ 
ral of college tuition cost 
and student loan debt 
is a national problem. 

It presents a particu¬ 
lar dilemma in Kentucky, 
which has a long history of 
low wages and slow growth 
relative to the rest of the 
nation. For years the view 
has been that the path out 
of this demographic is to 
produce more college-edu¬ 
cated residents. But as col¬ 
lege gets pricier, that goal 
becomes harder to achieve. 

Some in the college ad¬ 
ministrative ranks will tell 
you that for a time, the ready 
availability of low-interest, 
government-backed student 
loans actually drove the spi¬ 
ral of tuition rates. It became 
an alternative source of fund¬ 
ing as direct government 
funding fell. The result has 
been a surge in tuition at a 
pace well ahead of inflation. 

In April we noted the 
decisions of four Kentucky 
universities to take maxi¬ 
mum or near-maximum al¬ 
lowable tuition increases for 
the coming year. The Council 
on Postsecondary Education 
has imposed a two-year cap 
of 8 percent on increases in 
the 2015 and 2016 academic 
years. The University of Ken¬ 
tucky and Eastern Kentucky 
University took the full 8 
percent. Murray State Uni¬ 
versity and Northern Ken¬ 
tucky University were not 
far behind at 7.8 percent. 

The average cost of tuition 
and fees to attend a four-year 
college in Kentucky has now 
hit $ 9,188 a year, which is 
21 st in the nation; that in 
a state that ranked 45 th in 
per capita income in 2013 . 
Meanwhile a recent CNBC 
report notes that student 
loan debt has now risen to 
$ 1.2 trillion. The network 
reports there are now 40 
million Americans with stu¬ 
dent loan debt. The average 
balance owed is $ 29 , 000 . 

Further complicating 
this picture is a recent sur¬ 
vey by Discover Student 
Loans that finds fewer par¬ 
ents planning to help pay 
for their children’s college, 


even though most agree that 
a college degree is extremely 
important to their child’s 
future. About 77 percent 
of parents said they would 
help pay for their child’s 
college education, down 
from 81 percent a year ago. 

A recent Gallup poll 
found that college funding 
for children is now American 
parents’ top money concern. 
Gallup says the 73 percent 
of parents who worry about 
having money to fund college 
for children younger than 
18 tops by several percent¬ 
age points the number two 
top concern of most Ameri¬ 
cans, which is having enough 
money for retirement. 

All of these factors suggest 
that dependence on more and 
larger student loans will con¬ 
tinue to be a problem. And 
that’s not a good thing as far 
as the economy is concerned. 

The CNBC report says 
mounting student loan debt 
“is ricocheting through the 
United States, now affecting 
institutions and economic 
patterns that have been at the 
core of America’s very might.” 
Specifically, the report says 
the debt is forcing Americans 
to postpone marriage, child¬ 
bearing and home purchases. 
It also is limiting the number 
of young people who attempt 
to start a business or pursue 
other entrepreneurial goals. 

The debt thus under¬ 
cuts the opportunity and 
social mobility higher edu¬ 
cation has long promised, 
thereby contributing to and 
even worsening econom¬ 
ic inequality, CNBC says. 

College remains essential, 
however, to students’ long¬ 
term prospects. In 2012 , 
full-time workers with bach¬ 
elor’s degrees earned 60 
percent more than workers 
with a high school diploma. 

The cycle of soaring tuition 
and mounting student loan 
debt needs to be broken. But 
it’s going to take resolve on 
the part of the state councils 
that oversee colleges to make 
it happen. One hopes they 
are starting to feel the pres¬ 
sure to act.

Looking for 
heartbeats

Just before noon on April 
25, 2015, the ground in 
Nepal started to move. For 
about 30 seconds, people 
felt the ground shaking 
beneath them. It doesn’t 
sound like a very long time, 
but it doesn’t take long for 
an earthquake to cause 
damage. The ground shook 
so much and so hard that 
houses cracked, buildings 
flattened, and thousands of 
people were hurt or killed. 

After the earthquake, 
cities and villages were 
ruined. Where there used 
to be buildings, there was 
now only broken pieces. 
People were trapped under 
collapsed houses. To save 
people, you have to dig 
them out. But first, you have 
to know where they are. 
How can you find someone 
buried under rubble? You 
can’t yell their name because 
they won’t be able to hear 
you. If they yell for help, 
you can’t hear them either. 
What you can do is listen for 
their heartbeats. You might 


be thinking, “Heartbeats are 
very quiet. You can’t just 
hear them!” That’s normally 
true. You can’t hear them 
with your ears, but you can 
find them with a special 
machine. 

This new machine is 
called FINDER. That stands 
for “Finding Individuals for 
Disaster and Emergency 
Response.” It uses radar 
to look for people under 
bricks, mud, and pieces of 
buildings. It was built by 
scientists and engineers from 
NASA and the United States 
Department of Homeland 
Security. 

FINDER is the size of a 
suitcase. It weighs about 
as much as a two gallons of 
water. When rescue workers 
need to find someone, they 
turn it on, and the machine 
searches for heartbeats. It 
can sense a heartbeat even 
if the person is buried under 
30 feet of broken concrete. 

When the earthquake hit 
Nepal, the people who built 
FINDER knew it would be 


very helpful. They brought found four men trapped 
two of the machines to Nepal under collapsed buildings, 
right away. On April 29, they FINDER saved their lives.

“I think she’s happy,” 
Bryant said of Lykins. 

A pretrial conference 
in the case was held in Lee 
Circuit Court because the 
trial was scheduled to begin 
Monday. 

As soon as the case was 
called, the defense attorney’s 
asked Judge Dean if they 
could approach. 

They and Clouse then 
spent some time off the re¬ 
cord talking with the judge. 

When that session 
ended, Judge Dean said 
some “confidential matters” 
were to be discussed, and 
ordered that the courtroom 
be cleared of anyone not 
involved in the case. 

A person who was with 
Lykins and the Enterprise 
reporter were the only ones 
who had to leave. 

Bryant told the Enter¬ 
prise on Monday the request 
was made because some 
motions would be made on 
matters that potential jurors 
should not hear about in the 
newspaper. 


Judge Dean noted on his 
docket from Friday four mat¬ 
ters relating to motions. They 
are: 1. “Defense motion to re¬ 
veal promises etc to witnesses 
- sustained . 2. Defense mo¬ 
tion to exclude improper 
evidence re newly disclosed 
witnesses W BBurg, James 
Hobbs, Sharron Mann, Carl 
Stuart b/c late notice & 404b 
overruled as to timeliness . 3. 
Exclude 404(b) on grounds of 
relevance/prejudice re drug 
use/Financial info, court will 
rule during trial. 4. Motion 
to exclude expert on sound 
decibels - overruled.” 

Clouse said that as far as 
she knows the case remains 
open. 

To bring the case against 
Lykins, the Commonwealth 
would have to seek another 
indictment. 

Kentucky State Police 
Trooper Robert Purdy told 
the newspaper Monday after¬ 
noon, “It’s still an on-going 
investigation and we’re con¬ 
tinuing our investigation.” 

Lykins maintained her 


innocence since the murder, 
Bryant said. 

At a preliminary hear¬ 
ing in Lee District Court 
soon after the murder, Ken¬ 
tucky State Police Detective 
Brian Bowman said that 
Mrs. Lykins said that her 
purse, containing $200, 
and her husband’s wallet, 
with $600 in it, were both 
missing. They were found 
later in the cistern with no 
money in them. 

She had told police 
that she had been doing 
laundry in a building behind 
the house. She came in and 
found her husband with 
blood over him. 

Rex Lykins had been 
shot nine times from a .22 
caliber rifle, with fragments 
of two other bullets also 
in his body. A .22 caliber 
Marlin tube-fed rifle was 
found next to his body with 
15 empty shells round the 
room. Lykins kept the rifle 
next to his chair where his 
body was found.
